In the report of the conference re- 
leased Wednesday night simultane- 
ously in six provincial capitais, it was 
recommended that all provinces adopt 
uniform security frauds prevention 
acts, and that, wherever possible, all 
stock transactions be made subject t&« 
the same exchange regulations and 
restraints, 
Trading Against Clients 
The principal recommendations 
were that wider interpretation of 
“bucketing” be enacted by the Federal! 
government and that a maximum pen- 
alty of seven years be _ fixed: 
brokers be prohibited from trading 
against their clients; that brokers fur- 
nish clien‘s h written confirmatio:

In dealing with the question 
market trading, the report suggests 
the various provinces co-operate com- 
pletely with the banks and leading 
financial institutions as well as cx- 
changes in securing the adoption of 
rules for trading that will protect the 
investor and at the same time not in- 
terfere WEh the practical methods of 
trading. ‘The report also urfed that 
the development of the mining and 
other natural resources of the coun- 
try must always be kept in mind and 
care should be exercised in the reme- 
dying of atwises so as not to create 
others which would only stifle business 
And not advance the general intereste 
of the public.

more detrimental to the victor than | 
to the vanquished. | 


For example, he stated that Great | 


Britain, which had made the greatest 
contribution to the Great War, was 
suffering heavily today, while, on the 
other hand, Germany was in a much 
better position. 
Costly Victory 

“War brings no advantage to the 
winning side and war is no longer the 
way to settle international difficul- 
ties. We are trying to develop a pro- 
gram by which the nations, by co- 
operation, understanding and arbitra- 
tion, may work out some guarantee 
against the occurrance of war, and, 
despite the many difficulties that 
have to be overcome, I believe some- 
thing will be done to secure world 
peace and I think that public opinion 
will be a big factor in the negotia- 
tions.” 

The speaker assured his audience 
that the London naval parley would 
have a tremendous effect on the final 


outcome of peace, saying that Public | 


opinion would tend to modify the 
problems to a great extent and would 
make progress possible. 


He defined peace as just a working 


arrangement by which the nations of 
the world, without war, 


were becoming more 

difficult each day. 
Following Mr, Dafoe's address, Pro- 

fessor A. L. Burt proposed a hearty 


vote of thanks to the speaker for com- | 


ing to the University and addressing 
the student body on such a difficult 
and timely subject.

. Gibson, of the Calgary Presbyterial, 
welcomed the delegates most gracious- 
ly to which Miss C. Acheson of Three 
Hills replied on behalf of out-of-town 
delegates. 

Much satisfaction was expressed at 
the increase in the membership and 
financial standing of the W.MS. of 
the province, Alberta haying raised 
$6,050 last year for missions, ‘ts allo- 
cation being $5,000. The province sent 
#500 more than we asked to head- 
quarters at Toronto, Mission bands 
tco showed increase, with three more 
bands and 69 more members over last 
year. All over the Dominion increase 
in mission giving was noted, $5,000 
more having been raised than in the 
previous year. 

Need Trained Minds

Parasites, Problem 
of Modern Science 


“It is an evident fact that we must 
continually fight against these para- 
sites if we are to continue with our 
existence,” stated Dr. Henry of the 
Department of Field Crops, in his ad- 
| dress on “Potentialities of Plant Para- 
sites” to the Philosophical Society 
Wednesday afternoon 

The presence of parasitic growths 
and forms of life on the plants which 
furnish man with food, clothing and a 
great part of his shelter are exceeding- 
ly important in the creation of ec 
omic conditions, These forms are 
deed very simple organisms, usually 
either fungi or bacteria, and ver} 
small, but are exceedingly powerful in 
many respects 


Are Exceedingly Destructive 


Being surprisingly active, parasitic 
growths can become exceedingly de- 
structive to higher forms of plant life, 
and affect man by destroying his chief 
source of food supplies, 
or removing useful parts of the plant 

As an instance of the ruin which 
}such apparently harmless things can 
do he cited the case. of the Irish 
famine of 1845 which was brought 
jabout directly by the ravages of the 
potato blight, and which resulted in 
over a quarter of a million deaths. 
In the succeeding years, however, 
methods of combatting this disease 
have been found, which tend to make 
unlikely the chances of such a catas- 
trophe occurring from the same source 
| again. 
Stem Rust In West 


A more modern example, and one 
which is still very evident, is the stem 
rust which affects the wheat crop of 
@ great part of the west. This still 
influences the major portion of our 
food supplies, and through it affects 
the whole economic structure of west- 
ern civilization. 

Texas root rot in cotton annually 
|does over fifty millions of damage 
in the one state. Europe at the pres- 
ent day is suffering from a parasite 
which destroys trees, in particular, 
elms. Appearing in Holland and first 
observed in 1919 it has spread all over 
central Europe and has crossed to 
the British Isles. No record has been 
made of its appearance in the new 
world, but it is likely to appear, and if 
it does the comsequences will be seri- 
ous, 

A powerful factor in the parasite’s 
favor is the ease with which the 
spores nfay be disseminated. Air cur- 
rents and insects aid alike in this 
work. 

The combatting of harmful parasites 
is today one of the greatest prob- 
| lems to be faced by the scientist seek- 
fing to preserve man’s food supplies.

Surplus Last Month Tops 
That of January, 
1928 


Showing the way to the rest of the 
utilities in increasect carnings, the 
city power plant showed a surplus of 
$18,943.95 in January, a considerabie 
increase over the surplus of $17,432.25 
shown in the corresponding month 
last year, according to a report re- 
ceived by Comptroller J. Hodgson 
from W. J, Cunningham, power and 
street railway superintendent, 

In addition the power plant placed 
$19,600 of its gross revenue in the re- 
serve fund last month, while in Janu- 
ary, 1929, only $15,000 was placed in) 
the reserve fund. 

With the exception of the water-| 
works department, the power plant 
was the only utility to show an in- 
creased surplus in January, 

The 10,000 kilawatt lurbo-generator 
which can be economically operated, 
js working perfectly and increased 
surpluses can be anticipated with tne 
greater power demands of the city. 

Last month the steam plant pro- 
duced 5,611,400 kilowatt hours of 
electrical energy, an increase of more) 
than a million hours over the total) 
of 4,593,400 in January, 1929, 


Government Gets 
Large Sum Under 
Livestock Act 


During 1929 a total of $73,708.51 
was collected by the government under 
the Livestock Encouragement Act, ac- 
cording to a reply given in the legis- 
lature by Hon. R. G. Reid, provincial 
treasurer and minister of municipal 
affairs, to a question asked by John 
W. Frame, Liberal, Athabasca. 

Of this total, $59,095.57 was collect- 
ed under capital account. 

No legal proceedings were instituted 
against individuals during the year by 
the attorney-general’s department. 

Outstanding moneys under the act 
totalled $831,066.44, made up of $755,- 
540.88 as principal and $75,525.56 in- 
terest. 

Either by payment or compromise, 
a total of 2,132 persons had been re- 
leased of their Hability. Of ‘these 
2.126 were by settlement and six by 
compromise

Points to Great Future for 
the Profession in This 
Province 


A good attendance marked the ban- 
quet held at the Macdonald hotel last 
night, which closed the annual con- 
vention of the Alberta Electrical 
Association which has been in pro- 
gress during the last two days, 

The ball was set rolling in very 
bappy fashion by the Hon, J. ¥, Lym- 
burn, who wag the principal guest 
representing thé province of Alberta 
“Co-operation” was the keynote of the 
minister's remarks and he emphasized 
the fact that there is every reason for 
co-operation between such organiza- 
tions as the Electrical Association and 
the government of Alberta, “Canada 
is at the beginning of its national life,” 
he declared, “and we are all in at the 
start What Canada and Alberta 
does in the future will depend upon 
the contributions made by each tn- 
dividual, The structure of national 
life rests upon the manner in which 
each man does the work that falls to 
his hand.” 

‘History is being made,” he con- 
tinued. ‘Today the second reading of 


the Natural Resources bill passed the | 


legislature, We now own the soil*upon 
Which we stand.” Mr, Lymburn then 
Pictured the future before the prov- 
ince, developed by a people that “are 
Physically and nftntally fit.” He 
culogised the young folk of Alberta, 
Protesting that there are no finer boys 
and girls in their physical perfection 
throughout the world, and said that 
the development of the province and 
its industrial enterprise would create 
a situation that they would not have 
to seek their ving outside of its bor- 
ders. 

Drawing attention to the magnitude 
of the electrical industry, the chair- 
man, W. L. McKenzie, of Lethbridge, 
in the course of his presidential ad- 
dress, asserted that even those en- 
gaged in the industry did not realize 
the advancement that had taken place 
during the last 5u years. It helped to 
realize this when they learned that 
some twenty-four billion dollars had 
been invested in electrical eyterprises 
in the United States, and during the 
last year another 900 million dollars 
will have been added. 

In conclusion, Mr, McKenzie ap- 
pealed to his hearers to all take a per- 
sonal part in the community life 
around them, and in this way to bring 
dignity and repute to their business. 

A highly informing account of the 
operations of the Calgary Power Com- 
pany in the province was given by 
W. Anderson, of the Calgary Power 
Company, who spoke in the absence 
of G. T. Thompson, ‘chief engineer of 
the company, who, Mr. Anderson said, 
had been called to Mexico. Mr. An- 
derson's remarks were fllustrated with 
lantern views, and those present were 
extremely interested in the picture 
series, showing the progress of the 
work on the new dam and power house 
at Ghost River, The power lines that 
the company are operating through- 
out the province were also pictured 
and the speaker remarked that a line 
that ran to Macklin, Sask., was sup- 
plied with power from Edmonton, 

A. P, Horner, of Calgary, gave the 
toast of “The Province,” coupled with 
the name of the Hon, J. F. Lymburn. 
Mr. Horner remarked that Alberta was 
an infant province, but one of the 
richest in the Dominion, and its re- 
sources and possibilities of agricultural 
and power development were 
limited.
